First lajr off >o«r ground, dig the 


holes three feet iu circumference (or 
ordinary young fruit trees) and eigh- 
teen hat (iec'p at least, and break up 
crvery shovelful of soil taken out. 
I'ut ono-haif back in the hoi t again, 
forming a cono in the center. PJace 
ail tho roots in a natural position 
with none crossing each other. Put- 
veriza the outbide soil ivitli the back 
of tha shovel. Put some earth on 
the roots to keep tuetreu in position, 
and then throw in the balanco of the 
*il, lucking it about tho tree a littlo 
with tho feet, taking euro that the 
trea ii< aidt^p in the ground as be- 
fore trunsplantiiiij;. Thefe directions 
apply to all trees an;l vines, varying 
tlio width itnd d?pth of li.jlos accord- 
ing to the size of .tie trees. Many 
tlii'uw the shavings of leathnr from 
tii<- shoe t>Ii ipa into tho holes to en- 
rii-li tljo soil; otliers iiau bones and 
even dead uuiru.ils -all very good 
when naed with skill and judgment. 
Never prune the top of a tree whon 
pUinting. Prune all broken roots, 
bnt never touch tbe tup or trnnk 
root.be it never go long. Better to 
dig tho hole deeper than cut any off.
